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Spankings are dangerous , harmful

"Virginia Beach schools are not zoos, 
prisons, or branches of the armed forces," 
said Beach school superintendent E. E. 
Brickell in a recent 
Virginia Beach Sun 
telephone interview. 

"So the fact that 
none of those in- 
stitutions use corporal 
punishment as a 
behavior modifier has 
no bearing on the 
corporal punishment 
policy in Virginfa 
Beach schools.*' 

Brickell and nine 
out of ten Beach 
school board mem- Goldfarb 

bers think that physicially punishing a student 
will bring positive behavioral changes in 
students when apparently it has nd effect on 
animals, criminals, or military insubordinates. 

Obviously, Beach schools are not attended 
by Zebras and Giraffes; father stabbers, or 
drunken military men. They are attended by 
impressionable Beach children. These children 
need love and understanding. They need not 
be the recipients of paddlings by frustrated 
school administrators or parents who do it 
simply because they were paddled when they 
were young so "paddling probably won't do 
them any harm." 

Take advice of experts 

Because children are the key issue in the con- 
troversial corporal punishment question it 
would seem that the Beach school board and 
its superintendent would take the advice of ex- 
perts in the field of child raising: Child 
psychiatrists. But instead, the board acts on 
the beliefs of teachers, administrators, some 
students, and parents who accept paddling as a 
means of discipline when all else has failed. 

"Usually, if a child has reached the paddling 
point," said Katharine C. Kersey, early 
childhood education teacher, Old Dominion 
University, Norfolk, "they need counseling; 
not further aggravation by paddling. 

"Spanking a child is dangerous and har- 
mful. Many parents and educators don't un- 
derstand this. There is no criteria for 
measuring the effectiveness of paddling; and 
those most beaten have serious psychological 
problems later in life. 

"In short, paddling a child is an easy way 
out for people who don't want to take the time 
to listen to a child. Society needs an 
education!" 

Paddlfaig wHh lecture 

But Windsor Oaks Elementary School prin- 
cq»l Tony Mencini says children get a lecture 
ak>ng with paddling. 



■ 
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"We hope corporal punishment is ad- 
ministered prudently," Mencini said. "And 
whenever it is administered, the child also gets 
a discussion of why he was corporally 
punished so the child has an understanding 
that his behavior was not acceptable. 

"I hope that people, administrators, and 
teachers are of the caliber who can wisely 
judge whether or not a child needs to be pad- 
dled. But, even if we spell out the policy in fine 
detail, the day to day administering of it is 
beyond anyone's control." f 

BrickeH doesn't know how 

Unfortunately, Mendni's ideals about \^ise 
judgement falls short of the mark; that is, if 
we measure most Beach school ad- 
ministrator's knowledge of corporal punish- 
nient by their superintendent. 

"I don't know how corporal punishment is 
administered in the Beach schools," said 
Brickell, "I have never been in the room when 
it was carried through." 

In light of the above cdnmientary, the Sun 
supports Kersey and her 20 reasons for not 
spanking children: 



Reasons for not spanking clilidren 

•Breeds hostility and anger 
•Leads to revenge and retalliation ♦(a) 
•Doesn't stop the unwanted behavior 
•Creates new problems - child is now angry 
•Can lead to neurotic behavior (nervous 
disorders) 
•Can lead to child abuse

•It is a violation of the child's rights (if the 

same injuries were inflicted on an adult, you 

could be charged with assult and battery) ♦(c) 
•Fails to teadi appropriate behavior 
•It interrupts the learning process 
•It leads to fear and avoidance (child will 

become sneaky) 
•The child wants to strike or hit back 
•It blocks communication 

•"Not spanking" forces one to find other 

alternatives 
•As the child grows older, the spanking 

must become more severe, ♦(d) 
•You become a model for aggression ♦(e) 
•The spanking doesn't stop when the lesson 

is learned, it stops when the spanker is tired. 

•If more than one child is involved, the in- 
nocent one may be spanked. 
•Child may "opt" to take a spanking and 

risk getting caught - if his only reason for 

behaving is to escape punishment. 
•Does not teach or lead to inner control. 



♦(a) Bertile Ekdahl, the Swedish magistrate 
who wrote a new law making spanking iUegal 
in Sweden (as of July 1, 1979), wrote, "Our 
expert testimony showed overwhelmingly that 
children just do not respond when they are hit 
or threatened. Their reaction is the opposite. 
They think in terms of revenge, and they can 
live in fear." 

♦(b) Psychologist John Valusek from 
Wichita, Kansas, writes, "Spanking is a poten- 
tially destructive childrearing practice that can 
teach youngsters that violence can solve 
problems." 

♦(c) The Indiana Supreme Court in 1853 
wrote in the Cooper vs. McJunking case: "The 
public seems to cling to a despotism in the 
government or schools which has been discar- 
ded everwhere else... The husband can no 
longer moderately chastise his wife; nor... the 
master his servant or apprentice. Even the 
degrading cruelties of the naval service have 
been arrested. Why the person of the 
schoolboy... should be less scared in the eyes of 
the law than that of the apprentice or the 
sailor, is not easily explained." 

♦(d) Temple University professor, Irwin 
Human, writes, "All recent studeis cast 
serious doubt on the effectiveness of corporal 
punishment. School children's behaviw is 
unlikely to improve when they are spanked 
unless the punishment is so severe that 
hospitalization might be required afterward." 

♦(e) Dr. Human (mentioned above) further 
states, "Corporal punishment crates "a syn- 
drome of violance" that can set an example of 
aggressive behavior for others. ' '^

When to barvctt cggplMt? 

Q: When should I harvest eggpbmt? [Mrs. Jack 
Gn»t - IhoitHighgodd] 

A: Eggplant should be harvested or picked when the 
fruits are large and shiny. Ihey should be 5-6 inches 
long and 4-5 mches in diameter at this stage of growth. 
Once the fruits sheen fades, the fruit is imst it's prime. 

When to harvest peart 

Q: When do I harvest my Magnets pears? [Mrs 
Heman • Coorthoose] 

A: Pears, unlike most other fruits, should not be left 
to ripen on the tree; pears thi^^u^ tree-ripened develop 
brown centers and the flesh becomes off-flavored. The 
fruits are ready to pick when the twig end of their stem 
begins to swell and when the fhiitSvdark green cdq^ 
shows signs of yellowing. 

Pick the fruit by giving them an upward twist; the 
fruit should separate cleanly from the twig it was 
attached to. Store the pears in a cod place for 1-2 weeks

Beach 
is best 

in the Fall

"As far as I'm concerned it's the finest time of the 
year," said David (Skip) Hendrix. 

Hendrix was happily anticipating autumn in his 
native resort city. Though still only 30, he*s been in the 
hotel trade here for 12 years, and he's current president 
of the Virginia Beach Innkeepers Association. 

"All through September, and for about the first two 
weeks of October, the weather is superb. It's perfect 
beach weather, you'll have highs in the upper 80s and 
lows in the low 60s; the skies are high and clear and the 
horizons stretch 15 miles," he said. 

There's a big change in the type of beach visitor after 
Labor Day, said Hendrix, general manager of the 
Schooner Motor Inn. 

"It's a couples market in the fall. Most of the people 
are 'empty nesters.' And they get a great deal more for 
their money. Room prices drop 20 to 50 per cent from 
the high-season rates. At my place, an oceanfront room 
with kitchenette that's $60 a' day in July is $35 to $40 
now, or three days and nights for $100. That's after 
September 15. Actually, there's a smaller reduction 
right after Labor Day." 

Still plenty to do! 

Hendrix says some people worry that although they'll 
be saving money, there won't be enough to do. Will the 
Beach be dull when the big crowds melt away? 

"No, everything is just like summer, except for the 
big, heavy thrust of the summer crowds. The sidewalks 
don't roll up. All the attractions are still open. It's just 
that now, the Beach is affordable with the off-season 
prices, and you're getting more for your vacation 
dollar." 

But don't overreact, and expect to just walk in 
anywhere without a reservation, Hendri;^ says. 
"They're still recommended for lodging, especially sin- 
ce we're getting more conventions all the time. And the 
popular restaurants will still draw crowds on Fridays 
and Saturdays." 

Despite its enormity, spanning about three miles of 
boardwalk and oceanfront hotels, the resort area of 
Virginia Beach retains a sort of small-town, clubby 
quality, in which many of the hotel and restaurant 
people are natives who've known each other for years. 
More-over, it's a great place for "repeaters:" guests 
who return, unswervingly loyal, to the same places. 

One of Hendrix's particular joys of the fall season is 
having time to spend with his guests, whether regulars 
or new faces. All along the Beach, he says, "there's a 
good feeling in the fall between management and guest. 
I ^joy the one-on-one relationships. Some of the finest 
people I meet are the fall people. It's one of the 
sidelights of the business I like most. 

The botelman observes that fall vacationers, whether 
through intelligent maturity or broader interests, are 
more involved in a variety of things. "They spend their 
time on other prusuits." That might include visits to 
Old Cape Henry Lighthouse, and the spot where, in 
f607, the Jamestown settlers first came ashore. 

The city's significant history, and its tangible remin- 
ders, often surprise first-time visitors. There is the 
nation's oldest brick house, the Adam Thoroughgood

Pungo gets private phone lines

Continental Telephone is working to provide private 
line service to all Ptmgo customers by year end, accor- 
ding to Dennis O'Hearn, customer service manager. 

Total cost of this service improvement project is 
$475,000. 

"We appreciate the patience of all our customers who 
have been waiting for private lines. We're upgrading fir- 
st those customers who have been waiting the longest. 
When the project is complete, everyone who wants a 
private line will be able to have one," said O'Hearn. 

There are several ph^es of work to convert an ex- 
change to private line service, O'Hearn explained. "Fir- 
st, our engineers design the project. They work with 
forecasting to find out wimt growth we expect in the 
area, then decide what kimk and sizes of cable we'll 
need," he said. "We're instalKng 22 mite of cable in 
the Pungo exchange. ' ' 

Then the construction department installs and 



splices the cable. Next, the cable acceptance department 
makes sure that the new cable is working properly and 
that the voice signals carry well on local calls as weHas 
toll calls. 

"After the cable is accepted, customer services tran- 
sfers all customers from the old facilities to the new 
facilities," O'Hearn said. "And finally, we take out the 
old facilities that are no longer needed." 

In addition, a remote unit is being installed at San- 
dbridge. This unit will electronically transmit many caUs 
with much less cable than is usually needed. To provide 
256 private lines, only six pairs of cable are needed. 

Continental Telephone is the nation's fourth largest 
telephone company providing service to more than three 
million phones in 37 states. 

The second largest phone company operating in 
Virginia, Continental provides service to 9,800 
customers in the exchanges of Pungo, Princess Aniw, 
Shipps Corner and Knotts Island.

Beach receives 
special AAA award 

The City of Virginia Beach is to receive a special 
award for excellence from AAA after competing with 46 
other cities in the 200,000 to 500,000 population range. 

The city received a grading of 76% for its program 
and record or 850 points out of a possible 1 ,000. The 
city's death rate in 1979 was 3.0 as compared with a 
group average of 4.1. The city's pedestrian injury rate 
was 38 compared with a group pedestrian injury rate of 
84. 

The city was evaluated on its legislation, enfor- 
cement, traffic engineering, safety program coor- 
dination, school traffic safety and public information 
activities. 

The award will be presented by Ivan D. Mapp, direc- 
tor of the Tidewater Automobile Association, at the 
meeting of the Virginia Beach city council on Sept. 22. 
Mr. Mapp will commend the city of Virginia Beach on 
its outstanding program in safety achievement, par- 
ticularly for its reduction in pedestrian injuries from 1 13 
in 1978 to 99 in 1979. 

Mapp will remark on a recent release from Charles F. 
Livingston, chairman of the Pedestrian Safety Commit- 
tee and associate administrator for the Traffic Safety 
Programs for the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration of the United States Department of 
Transportation. 

Livingston noted that there were 120,000 pedestrian 
accidents in 1978 of which 8%, or 9,300 were fatalities. 
He noted that in 1979 there was a slight increase. 

The Award for Excellence is given only to those cities 
which achieve an outstanding success in their safety 
record and programs. Mr. Mapp will note that the City 
of Virginia Beach, because of its growing population, is 
seeing a great deal of change in its pedestrian charac- 
teristics. 

He will call on the city to continue to study all 
pedestrian problems and, in particular, evaluate the 
inadequacy or adequacy of traffic controls currently in 
use. 

He also calls on the city police to increase their efforts 
in enforcement because data indicate both dirver and 
pedestrian violations at intersections and he hopes for 
greater cooperation between the two groups in the use 
of the roadways. ,

Council agreed by consensus to try out the new 
procedure. 

A aew stadium 

A regional stadium is back among the possibilities 
now that Norfolk's Foreman Field foces its demise in 
1983. 

Virginia Beach city councilman's Reid Ervin, a 
member of the Tidewater Recreation Stadium Author- 
ity, said that he would seek a meeting with members 
from the other cities invdved-NOTfolk, Portsmouth and 
Chesapeake-to find out whether it is feasible to 
consider an area wide stadium. 

He tdd Council at an informal session Monday 
afternoon that representatives of Norfolk State and Old 
Dominion Universities as well as the Oyster Bowl 
Committee will be invited. Al Gomez and Mayor J. 
Henry McCoy also represent Virginia Beach on the 
Authority which was created by the General Assembly 
in 1967. The authority has the power to issue bonds. 

The Shriners use the stadium for its Oyster Bowl 
football game which rasies money f(x their crippled 
children prc^ram. 

Foreman Field, owned by the Qty of Norfolk, faces 
demolition or extensive reconstruction. 

Purchase procedures review 

Virginia Beach City Councilman Reid Ervin has 
requested a review of the city's purchasing procedures. 

He said that the policy or policies should be put in 
writing so that everyone will know exactly how the city 
chooses its suppliers. 

The city has received, at various times, complaints 
about purchases made by various city bodies such as 
the School Board, the Public Utilities Department and 



the Qty Garage, Ervm said. 

The question came up in connection with the 
purchase of a word processor by the City Oerk's office 
for which bids were not soUdted. Qty attorney Dale 
imson also purchased a word processor without going 
through a bid (H'ocedure . 

Nothing illegal was (kne, Ervin said, but he thought 
that all purchases of $500 or more should be handled 
through sealed bids. 

City manager George L. Banbury said Monday 
afternoon that on all items over $S00 the city asks for 
bids. He said that typewriters were not originaUy 
included because they used to fall under the $500 cost. 
Now bids are asked on typewriter purchases. 

Ervin doesn't think that receiving bids over the 
telephone guarantees equal treatment for all suppliers. 
He added that every department uses a different 
procedure, but whatever that procedure is. Council 
should know. 

Once the competitive aspect is removed, Ervin said, 
the city is paying more than it should. 

He said that the Public Utilities Department had 
been buying certain makes because it was trying to 
standardize equipment, however, the Federal govern- 
ment prohibits this because it shuts out competition, 
Ervin said. 

He said that when public funds are being spend, it's 
necessary to be sure the money is spent wisely and that 
every businessman is given the opportunity to bid. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf suggested that the 
city not do business with members of the family of 
Council members. 

Ervin then asked whether the city would be 
permitted to buy Ford trucks because Oberndorf s 
husband is an engineer at Ford. **! think you're in risky 
territory." 

Councilman Qarence A. Holland said the public 
would take care of that at election time. 

Councilman John A. Baum said he didn't know 
"where you draw the line."

Old homes have assets 



Because building a new Beach home is not always 
possible, many persons are thinking about buying older 
homes. Many dder homes have a lot of assets. They are 
well constructed, and located convenient to shopping 
areas, schools and public transportation. 

At the same time, many older homes are not energy 
efficient. They were not constructed with insulation, 
nor was the construction particularly good. 

So there are many factors that a potential buyer 
needs to look at when planning to buy an older home. 

Here are some of the checks that should be made of 
the inside of the structure. 

The basement should be dry. A stone foundation 
adnuts some moisture, but should not allow flooding. 
Check the furnace's base for a flood ring. If there is 
one, the furnace should be inspected fcM- cracks. If the 
basement has sump pump, switch it on and off to see 
that it work^. 

Check the main support beam which runs across the 
ceiling joists in the center of the basement to see if it is 
cracked or decayed. It is an indication of decay if a 
knife blade penetrates eaily. The columns bracing ihr 
support beam should be free of decay if they are wood 
or free of rust if they are metal. Check the ceiling joists 
where they connect with the foundation wall for decay, 
sag or warping. 

New wMBg systems 

New wiring systems are channeled through metal con- 
duits, flexible cable or plastic. Avoid older systems of 
wiring covered with silver-colored cloth or single w ii cs 
connected to insulated ceramic spools. 

Electrical service should be controlled by a fiisc or 
circuit-breaker box with a main circuit breaker or fuse 
bank to shut off all electricity. 

Water intake lines should be copper. Galvanized iron 
lines which may be corroded on the inside probably will 
have to be replaced. A piece metal system of copper 
and iron indicates corrosion already has forced the 
replacement of part of the lines. 

All shut-off valves should be opened and closed. If 
they are frozen in place or if they leak hot water, they 
must be replaced. 

The heating system is very important. If there is a 
blast of air OT the .odor of exhaust fumes when a forced 
air fuel Oil fiimance is turned on, the burner box may be 
cracked or corroded. 

A hot water heating system should be turned on and 
checked for leaks along the pipes and in radiators. 

Systems that have been converted from coal to fuel 
oil or natural gas are not as effident as newer systems 
specifically designed for thos« fuels. 

A rusty furnace jacket is an indication that the system 
has been poorly maintained and may need repair. In 
any case, a heating system should be inspected by a 
professional. 

Look for cracks 

When locking at the interior walls and ceilings, 
remember that hairiine cracks in plaster are not

serious, but larger cracks must be routed and 
replastered. A bulge in the wall indicates that the 
plaster has pulled away from the lath and may have-to 
be replaced. 

Insulation is extremely important, but may not have 
been installed in older homes. The lack of improper 
installation of insulation can result in a 50 to 70 percent 
heat loss through attic, walls and floors. 

It is important that the attic be insulated. If the area 
is unfinished, check between floor joists for insulation. 
Firberglass insulation should have a vapor barrier of 
kraft paper or foil facing the living space and should be 
at least six inches thick. 

Loose fill insulation, such as rockwool, cellulose, or 
vermiculite, should be six to nine inches thick. 
Vermiculite, which has a tendency to absorb moisture, 
also should have a vapor barrier facing the living space. 

A house that has not been occupied for two or three 
years should be inspected very carefully as any of the 
problems may worsen with lack of maintenance. Check 
particularly for burst plumbing, insect infestation and 
cracked plaster which may result from the expanding 
and contracting of wood exposed to extremes of heat 
and cdd. 

One strategy is to obtain a private appraisal. Local 
banks and real estate agents can suggest appraisers. 
Another strategy is to ask a contractor for advice and to 
bid for the work to be done.

serves 
to protect

•'I recommend Beach farmers stay (Hit of c<»itested 
city council elections," warns Backwater Borough 
councilman J(^n A. Baum. 

"It's very difficult to carry on a political campaign 
and farm successfully at the same time." 
"'Whether you're a farmer or not, believe Baum. He 
speaks from experience. 

' ■. • ■ 

Farming: A full time business 

Baum has been a Virginia Beach farmer most of his 
life. He did not enter the political arena until the early 
seventies, and isn't up for reelection again until 1984. 
He will not run for office again if anyone opposes him 
for his seat, he said reflecting back to his first bid for 
public office. 

"Farming is a full time business," Baum said. **I 
shouldn't have mixed politics and agriculture in 1972 
like I did when I ran against Jack Siebert, a Beach real 
estate agent, for Earl Tebault's seat. Tebault was also a 
farmer. 

"I won all election precincts that year, but over 
$3,000 was spent on my election, and I feel I neglected 
my crops that season. Fortunately, I haven't been 
opposed in my last two bids. If anyone had opposed me 
last time, I don't know what I would have done. I work 
more land now and have even less time than I did eight 
years ago. 

He serves to protect 

Next to tourism, agriculture is Virginia Beach's 
biggest ec(m(Hnic base. Hundreds of farmers live on 
and work land in Virginia Beach. It is these people's 
interests that Baum serves to protect. 

"Ever since the first day I took office," Baum said, 
*i lowered my sights and was determined to protect the 
farmers. 

"City council addresses itself to an array of 
agricultural and farm related matters which require a 
farmer's imput.

"For example, many people come from the city out to 
the country to live, and don't understand agriculture. 
Council sometimes hears complaints from these types 
of residents who move to the country and don't 
understand hog farms, crop dusting, and combines. 
TWey move to the country and try to change it. If a 
farmer wasn't on council, just about anything could 
happen." 

Baum understands the chemistry of farming. He was 
raised by farming parents. 

Son (rf Chesapeake fermer 

• Hic son of Chesapeake farmer, Forrest Baum, and 
his wife Virginia, Baum grew up working with his

father in the fields. He attended Blackwater Elemen- 
tary School, Courthouse Elementary School, and 
graduated ftom Kempsville High School. 

"I wasn't real active in sports," Baum recalls from 
high school days, "maybe because I was only five foot, 
three inches tall. Also, the war on everyone's mind and 
1 lived real far from the school: 26 miles. 

Following high school, Baum entered an 18 month 
Reserve Officer's Training Corps (ROTQ program at 
Princeton University in New Jersey. 

"My studies at Princetai consisted of cme-third naval 
sciences, and two-thirds in my major field of study 
which was civil engineering". 

Baum completed another 18 months at Old Dominion 
University, Norfolk, but eventually graduated from 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State University with 
a degree in Agriculture, which led him to his next job. 

"I spent three and one-half years working for the 
Chesapeake/ Virginia Beach Soil Ccmservation Service 
(SCS). But they kept trying to transfer me around a lot.

I resigned fi-om that to become a full time former.' 
Baum enjoys farming, but the need to finance his 

children's college education forced him once again, 

back to work for the SCS. 
"After initially working for the SCS," Baum 

remembers, "I became a fiiU time farmer for nine 

years. I enjoyed it but went back to a regular paycheck 

to allow my children to finish school. 
"After they finished colelge, I went back to farming. 

That was in 1972." 

Friction between Council, dvic lei«ne*f 

Baum said the importance of a city council cannot be 
overemphasized, especially if the city has problems, as 
does the Beach. 

"Who else but city council can attempt to tackle a 
problem like adapting several booming subdivision 
areas into a large mature city," Baum asks.

"Tlie Beach has done well. We've grown fast, but 
maybe a little too fieist in the beginning. 

"Now, there is friction between city council and local 
civic organizations. The civic groups remain constantly 
worried about their own particular problems and 
interests, and not about what's for tht good of the 
entire dty. Qty council worries about all of Virginia 
Beach.

"The local Council of Qvic Organizations is not 
directing its knowledge and manpower toward the 
perpetuation of the dty. All the groups in the coundl 
have special interests, and this is destroying plans for 
the city's future. 

"Qvic groups have to realize that they will need to 
give up some things in order to gain others." 

Pavilion needs support 

Baum also feels that the opposition to the new 
Pavilion was uncalled fcK*. 

"There was (^positi(Mi to the building of the new arts 
and c(mference center," Baum said. "Taxpayers feel 
they subsidize the innkeepers by having to pay taxes to 
build a facility which will benefit, primarily, the res<al 
area merchants. But, dty coundl has tried to keep local 
taxes at a low rate to balance out any extra costs to 
promote Virginia Beach." 

Erosion is troublesome 

The city's constant fight against shoreline erosion 
also troubles Baum. 

"Sand replenishment is a problem cities up and 
down the East Coast have to try to deal with," Baum 
said, "and \lrginia Beach is no dii^erent. 

"It's really sad, but when it comes down to it, we, as 
other cities, actually created the problem CHirselves, 



that is, by building our buildings and businesses too 
close to the ocean. 

"The boardwalk/bulkhead has always been in bad 
shape. It needs to be protected. We will have to 
stockpile enough sand from Rudee Inlet to replenish the 
beach annually. 

GenenU assembly vs. Council 

One of Baum's biggest complaints, howeyer, is in 
regard to the salary appropriated to council members 
by the Virginia General Assembly. 

"The General Assembly has ra: d its own pay and 
benefits," B. um reports, "but there has been nothing 
for us. And c ty council members are on the firing line 
more than the Assembly delegates are. 

"We need to work together with them, but coundl 
members need ttiore revenue. I'm not going to starve 
on the farm to serve on council." 

Four children; hundreds of acres 

Baum, S3, and his wife Mary Sandra have four 
children: Charlene, 35, an apartment house manager in 
Maryland; Toni, 30, a Chesapeake school teacher; 
Lance, 32, living in Qiarlottsville. He has a degree in 
psychology; and Hugh, 14, a student at Princess Anne 
Junior High Schod. 

Along with his family, Baum has interest in 
approximately 800 acres of land in Virginia Beach and 
Oiesapeake. Com is raised on about 200 acres and 
soybean on about 160 acres; the rest is timber. 

"Most of our timberland," Baum said, "is Pine and 
mixed hardwoods. We sell it by the tract. Buyers fly 
overhead and survey it, then walk the ground, and 
make us a bid. 

"We had to sell some timber recently that we hadn't 
intended to sell, because of disease. Pinebark beetle 
infestation has set in some of our trees." 

After this summer, Baum, as are many farmers, is 
planning to plant more soybeans next year. Soybeans 
are a crc^ which doesn't require as much rain as cOTn to 
be bc»intiful. 

"The drought hurt me this year just like it hurt 
anyone else," Baum said. 

"Usually I get a yield of abait 140-150 bushels of 
corn per square acre. This year's figure is more like 
about 90. 

"It's a little early to tell how this year's soybeans will 
do; they won't be harvested until late October. They 



look good now, but they need more rain to fatten them 
up. 
"But unfortunately, not even Council can make it

Where will money come from?

Almost one-third of the Virginia Beach Capital 
Improvement Program budget d $293,533,680 for the 
next five years mvoives money the dty is not sure it will 
have. 

These funds, totaling $90.9 million are slated to come 
from bonds, if two referendums totaling $64.9 million 
are approved on Nov. 4, and Revenue Sharing for 
another $26 million if Congress extends Revenue 
Sharing funds. 

If the referendums arc not approved by the voters, 
city manager George L Banbury tdd Oty Council 
Monday at an informal meeting, the budget will have to 
be revised. What's more, Hanbury said, projects other 
than the highways and utilities projects scheduled for 
referendum funds will have to be pushed back to make 
room for more pressing needs. Top priorities in the 
1980-81/1984-85 budget are highways, drainage and 
water and sewer. 

Hanbury said that the failure of the referendums - 
$42 millicm in revenue bonds fw water and sewer and 
$22.9 million in roads ~ will '*show grave implications'* 
throughout the budget. 

Sources for funding capital projects comes from 
general appropriations ($254,740); local bond issues - 
general obligaticm bonds ($129.4 million); revenue 
bonds ($68.2 million), referendum bonds ($22.9 
million); revenue sharing ($39.4 millicm); federal, state 
and private ccmtributiois ($31.4 millicm). 

Of the total budget, engineering and highways has 
the largest share ($106.7 million) and utilities is next 
with $92.2 million. 

TTie rest of the money goes to schools ($35.3 million) 
buidings ($48.4 million) and parks and recreation ($12.9 
million). 

Hanbury pointed out that the highway toUl is much 
greater than the amount sought in the referendum 
because the city also has Federal, State and revenue 
sharing money for roads. The roads included in the 
referendum are those which are financed 100 percent 
by the city. 

Hanbury said that if the referendum is approved, the 
bcHid sale will have a minimum effect on the net debt. 
The budget projects a 3.2 percent ratio of the net debt 
to the assessed value in 1986, the same as it does now. 

He said the net debt is one of the lowest in Virginia. 

The estimated budget for the five-year program from 
1979 to 1983 was $257.4 million. 

Each section of the CIP lists programs deleted from 
the 1979-83 budget or projects requested but not 
funded. 

TTie city is permitted a legal debt of $451.1 million 
based on 10 percent of the assessed value authorized by 
the Qty Charter. Its net debt is $145.3 which leaves a 
legal margin for additional debt of $305.9 million. 

Urgent care center 

The location of an "urgent care center" in Virginia 
Beach by Norfolk's Medical Center Hospital, will 
hinder the growth and development of local medical 
facilities, according to Dr. John J. Krueger, past 
president of the Virginia Beach Medical Society. 

Dr. Krueger Monday afternoon asked Oty Council to 
oppose the project. Council agreed to consider a 
resolution to that effect next Monday but cmly after 
hearing bc^h sides of the question. 

Medical Center Hospitals proposes to build a 
Physicians Primary Care Center on Holland Road in 
Virginia Beach near the Chimney Hill Shopping Center. 
The center will provide unscheduled, walk-in care, 16 
hours per day, seven days a week ~ like a 7-11, Dr. 
Krueger said. 

The center is not intended to be a fi-ee-standing 
emergency rcx)m, but will take cases which are not of an 
urgent nature but often end up in an emergency rocan. 
The philosphy behind this type center is to provide 
medical services at a lower cost than they would be 
provided in an emergency rcx)m. 

Dr. Krueger said that Dr. Robert Cecchino who 
practices at the Pungo Medical Center, is planning to 
open a similar center. 



He said that the Medical Center is intended to 
redirect referrals from Virginia BeiK;h hospitals to 
Norfolk hoiintals . 

In a letter written on General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach stationery. Dr. Krueger, a member of the staff, 
said that "This project will increase the cost of primary 
medical care, artifically create an excess of primary 
care physicians in the area and inhibit the continued 
development of hospital services intrinsic to Virginia 
Beach. 

••I hope the Virginia Beach Oty Council will jcmi in an 
effort to prevent this inappropriate incursion into a 
rapidly growing area of our city whose health services 
can and should be provided by Virginia Beach hospitals 
and Virginia Beach physicans." 

Councilman Dr. Oarence A. Hc^and spcmsored Dr. 
Krueger at the Council meeting. 

Dr. Krueger said that the center planned to have a 
paid staff of physicians ft-om outside which would 
create an excess of doctors. 

He said that the Beach has had good relations with 
the Medical Center Hospitals and the Eastern Virginia 
Medical School and now refers some patients to Norfolk 
General and also has special testing done at the 
Medical Schcx>l. 

He added, however, that he didn't think it traditional 
for the center to move into the grass tools of another 
city. It will hinder the growth and development of local 
facilities, he said. 



''Beach has enough hospitals 
to take care of its own 
people— Krueger 



Dr. Krueger said the Beach has hospitals and 
medical care to take care of its own people. 

The Medical Center Hospitals has to receive approval 
of the Health Service Agency before it is permitted to 
build its cer.er, while Dr. Cecchino's project, which 
would invol 'e a group of individuals, would not, 
because it wcAild be in the private sector. 

Dr. Krueger said that the center would be unique in 
passing city lines in this area, but the situation is not 
unique elsewhere. 

Councilwoman Meyera Obeindorf, referring to a 
statement made by Qxincilwoman Reba McOanan on 
free enterprise in an earlier matter, noted that the 
reputation of Virginia Beach doctors with their patients 
would insure keeping the patients here. 

Dr. Krueger said that "free enterprise doesn't apply 
to medical care." 

He said that he didn't want the city to end up with 
duplicate medical facilities which would increase the 
price of medical care. He said that the concern for 
duplication is the reason why the Health Service 
Agency has to approve new hospital projects. 

Dr. Krueger said that the center essentially would be 
a walk-in clinic - like the Navy's Boone Oinic. A 
patient would not have to know a doctor or have a 
private dcxitor, but would be given initial care and then 
referred to a doctcM". 

Family practice offices will be provided for two to 
three physicians and offices for specialists will be 
leased on a one-half day basis. 

The Cecchino group had not intended to have a 
"7-11" operation, but if the people of the area want it, 
the group would provide it to be in a competitive 
situation, Dr. Krueger said. 

Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy, who is a dentist, said 
that he would have problems with services crossing city 
lines.

Merrick asked Council to appoint a committee of two to 
look into allegations that some misconduct was involved 
in the purchase of a word processor by the Qty Qerk's 
office from his son Charles.

What does 
the F.B.I, 
uncover?

Undercover work-why does the FBI use it? What do 
we hope to achieve by it? 

Undercover work allows the FBI to use its resources 
to better attack certain crime problems under our 
jurisdicticm and to complement the efforts of State and 
local law enforcement to the best advantage of the 
Nation as a whde-to reach beyond the streets to the 
very heart of criminal enterprises. 

We want to get at those who operate through fraud, 
violence, and intimidation. We want to identify those 
who are willing to violate their trust to corruptly 
support the operators of criminal enterprises. 

Last year our spending for undercover work 
amounted to about one>half erf 1 percent of our total 
budget, and this year I have requested a modest 
increase— from $3.6 million to $4.5 million. This 
compares most favorably with actual recoveries of more 
than $190 million last year from these operations and 
does not try to estimate the potential economic losses 
averted by shutting down a variety of criminal 
enterprises. 

Undercover operations last year were used in each of 
our amyx programs-foreign counterintelligence, or- 
ganized crime, white-collar crime, and property crimes . 
While it has been necessary to ciurtail some operations 
for a variety of reasons-protection (rf informants or our 
Special Agents, fiscal constraints, and premature 
publicity-the halknark d these well-planned under- 
cover operations is "staying power." 

The longest-a penetration of a Weather Under- 
ground terrorist cell-lasted over 4 years and ended only 
to prevent a planned bombing of a California State 
Senator's office. 

ConiHrt pabHc ofllcials 

Some, but certainly not all, of our undercover 
investigations lead us to corrupt public officials, 
organized crime needs an early warning system; those 
who commit major frauds against the Government need 
assistance from office holders willing, for a price, to 
look the other way or else supply some other form of 
competitive advantage. The power brokers-those who 
have the contacts with such public ofiicials-form the 
catalyst for corruption and are themselves targets of 
our investigaticms. Because such activities are rarely 
conducted in the public market place, the undercover 
operation is especially well-suited to detecting and 
investigating this form of white-collar crime. 

We have been developing in the last year and a half a 
very important institutional knowledge, based on the 
experience of a number of undercover operatiais now 
underway and those that have been complete. 

This area raises some unique management problems, 
but like good lawyers, we don't turn down operations 
because there's a problem. We try to find an 
appropriate sdutitMi so that the project, if worthy, can 
functicm effectively and within the rule of law. 

Undercover work b tool 

My colleagues in the police profession know that 
undercover wwk is not a panacea for law enforcement; 
it is an important tool. It will not substitute for hard, 
exacting, traditicmal investigative work, but it does 
offer us the best potential to reach beyond the streets. 

Despite the dramatic success of undercover work, 
there remain nagging questions of the **what if" 
variety. Do we give up too much to get these results? Is 
this technique overiy or indiscriminately intrusive? Can 
we control it? These are fair questions.

Japanese 
slaughter 

dolphins 
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"Scores of doiphins lay motionless on the beach. 
Others waited in shallow water, their beaks tangled in 
nets as the tide ran out. Across the bay, a group of 
about 60 men with spears and knives waded among 
still more doiphins, stabbing as they went. The water 
around them was red with blood. " 

This was the spectacle that Hardy Jones, a 
Sausalito, Cal., filmmaker, reported to Beach resi- 
dents after he journeyed to Japan last February, 
hoping to prevent a ritual slaughter of dolphins by 
Japanese fishermen. 

The scene was on lid Island, off Japan's 
southwestern coast, and in the current issue of 
International Wildlife, Jones says it wasn't until he 
arrived on the island that he realized why hb effort 
was doomed to fail: The dolphins eat the same fish on 
which the fishermen depend for a living, and so the 
fishermen see the playfiil, hungry marine mammals, 
which they once revered, as competitors. 

Life revolves around fishing on lid, Jones reports in 
the National V/ildlife Federation's bimonthly publi- 
caticm, and since the islanders* fish catch has declined 
sharply in recent years, "The fishermen believe the 
dolphins are threatening their lifestyle." 

In the past ten years an increasing number of 
dolphins have descended on lid. Jones believes that 
they come because overharvesting has ruined many 
other Japanese coastal fisheries, and Ud is one of the 
few places they can find food. Now there are about 
300,000 dolphins in the area, according to Kazuhiro 
Mizue, a fisheries expert at Tokyo University. 

A dolphin eats about 10 percent of its body weight 
each day. 

Hiousands killed 

At first the dolphins were only a nuisance, but "by 
the mid-1970's, the dolphins were taking fish right off 
the fishermen's lines in such numbers that the people 
of Iki began to fight back," notes Jones' cover story in 
International . Wildlife. In 1976 they killed 223 
dolphins. In 1977, they killed 950.

"By 1978," Writes Jones, "the fishermen were so 
confident of the rightness of their cause that they 
called a press conference to announce their 4iext kill. 
Ihey expected photographs of the dolphin bodies 
piled on the beach to prove their point-that they 
needed government help. But th« strategy backfired. 
The photographs of 1,368 dead dolphins were widely 
published and set off a storm of protests around the 
world. The fishermen, who had erected a monument 
to the 'souls' of the dolphins they had killed, were 
stunned and resentful. They constantly reiterated 
their claim that they did not want to kill dolphins-only 
protect their livelihood." 

In 1979, they killed 1,600 ddphins. 

Can the dolphins and the nd islanders co-exist? 
According to Jones, some environmentalists think so. 
One possibility is better management of the fish 
themselves. "The Japanese government could give 
fish stocks a chance to regenerate by subsidizing the 
industry for reducing its catch," Jones suggests. 



Need to protect ddphins 

Another possibility is to frighten dolphins away 



from fishing areas with loud noises from underwater 
accoustical gear. Jones hoped to try this method 
during his 1980 trip to fld, but never got the chance. 
He found the islanders to be much less friendly than 
they were the year before. Some were hostUe. What 
Jones witnessed at Dd in February was the very thing 
he wanted most of all not to see: a massacre. More 
than 500 dolphins were netted and killed in one day. 

Jones suggests that the btemational Whalmg 
Commission could find a solution to the dolphin 
problems at Dd and elsewhere. Other fishermen 
around the world also view dolphins as competition for 
their catch. At the Commission's annual meeting in 
July, however, the dolphin issue, although scheduled 
for review, was never discussed. What happened at 
Dd calls for a "ratiorml response," says International 
Wildlife, because "few problems can be solved 
emotionally." 

Any solution must address economic fears as well 
as cultural differences, says the NWF magazine. 
While many biologists look upon ddphins as 
intelligent mammals, the Japanese word for ddphin is 
"iruka," or sea pig. Until some sdution can be found, 
the slaughter at Od and other fishing ports will 
continue, and more and more ddphins will die.

Council favors controversial new health center

In a watered-down resolution, Wginia Beach Qty 
Council Monday evening endorsed a local primary 
ehalth care center for the Green Run-Plaza area. (See 
illustration). 

The resolution prepared originally specificially 
mentions the endorsement by the Virginia Beach 
Medical Society of a General Hospital of Virginia Beach 
concept for medical care fw the area. The version 
approved by a vote of 10-0 made no reference to the 
General Hospital. 

The resolution supports the Virginia Beach Medical 
Society in its efforts to provide optimal primary health 
care for Virginia Beach residents and opposes 
"mtrusions by interests which would retard develop- 
ment of the evolving medical care capabilities within 
the city." 

Vivian Hitchcock tdd Council that she was "appaled 
that you would consider this resolution without hearing 
both sides. '*Ms. Hitchcock was the only speaker 
outside of Council on the Hem. 

Councibnan QarenceA. Holland said that the reason 
the matter was brought forward from last week was that 
the other side would have a chance to speak. 

The other side is the Norfolk-based Medical Center 
Hospitals (MCH) which is considering a primary care 
center in the area. The center woidd have to be 
approved by the Health Service's Agency first. 

Dr. Holland, who brought the matter before Council, 
said that the MCH would refer patieiks ta its Norfolk 
hospitals, weakening the local structure and possibly 
increasing the cost to citizens. 

Dr. John Kruger, past president of the Yugima 
Beach Medical Society and on the staff of General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach, last week asked Council to 
oppose the MHC center. He said a local group was 
considering locating a primary care center in the same 

area. 
The resdution was changed. Dr. Hdland said at the 



informal meeting because General Hospital isn't the 
only medical institution in the city and there was no 
point in pitting Virginia Beach General Hospital against 
Norfolk General Hospital.

Mayor J. Henry .McCoy Jr. agreed that he didn't 
want to be against something. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said her concern was 
only that the people receive what they are promised. *I 
don't think the emergency care at Virginia Beach 
General is the very best," she said. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley wanted to know why 
Council was getting involved at all. 

Dr. Holland said that he was reluctant to see politics 
get involved in health care but pointed out that the 
Beach appoints two members to the regional Health 
Services Agency. 

Councilman Patrick L Standing said the city gives 
$250,000 to health care and thought it desireable to 
support local agencies. 

Mayor McCoy said that other interest groups go to 
Coucnil with their problems and that he didn't see why 
doctors shouldn't. 

The vote for approval was 10. Standing was absent. 

FamOy purchases allowed 

A resolution restricting the purchase of goods or 
merchandise from families of Virginia Beach aty 
Council members was turned down Monday evening by 
a vote oi 8-2 and one abstention. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf who suggested the 
ordinance, pointed out the measure was a resolution 
rather than an ordinance, and therefore had no police 
powers. The resolution, she said, simply gave some 
direction to the administration and placed responsibil- 
ity on the city manager. 

The resdution stated that the city shall not purchase, 
lease or lease purchase any goods or merchandise from 
any Council member's family. The family includes 
mother, father, s|Hxise, sisters, brothers and children. 

The resdution further states that the city shall not 

purchase, lease or lease purchase any goods or 

merchandise from any firm, partnership or mher 

business entity where any Council member's family is

involved in the transaction as a salesperson, agent or 
other representatvie of such firm, partnership or other 
business entity or where the family has a five percent or 
more ownership. 

Oberndorf said that the proposal was not a reflection 
on anyone but was presented only as a guide for the 
future. 

The proposal, however, followed on the heels of a 
"Miniscandar* involving the purchase by the city 
clerk's office of a word processor from Charles Merrick, 
son of Councibnan Donald Merrick. An explanation of 
Merrick that his son went through the regular 
purchasing channels and received no preferential 
treatment satisfied Council that no wrong-doiiig was 
involved. Council also found it unnecessary to appoint a 
Council committee to investigate the incident as 
suggested by Merrick. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober said that he was 
inclined to support any measure that inspired trust in 
government, and was not uncomfcMtable with disclo- 
sures of his own business involvements, but was 
troubled that the resolution was an "overreaction to the 
recent incident involving a piece of equipment. I don(X 
feel it proper to confiscate the right (of Council 
members' families to do busines with this city).'* 

Oberndorf pointed out that during Heischober's 
campaign for Council, "you talked about the lack of 
Council to direct government." She said that now was 
the time to give direction. 

Councilman Patrick L Standing said that he had "a 
lot of family and that most were in business fen* 
themselves. "I don't know what those businesses are 
or whether or not they do business with the city." He 
said he had no intention of tellitig them not to do 
business with the city. ...You're trying to legislate 
honorable people on Council. He said he believed he 
was honarable and he was not going to tell his brothers 
or sisters what to do. 

Coui)[dirhanJohn^A^aum said he hadn't planned to 
vote for the resolution but that he thought that 
Heischober was reacting, too, when he made a 
substitute motion to deny the resolution. (The 
substitute moticxi was later withdrawn.) Baum said he 
was going to vote against both m(M:ions. 

Oberndorf and Councilwoman Barbara Henley voted 
for the resdution and Etonald Merrick abstained. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said the answer to the 
problem would be to tighten up purchasing procedures 
and having sealed bids on most purchases. 

At an informal session, Standing said that he "ran 
for Qty Council not (his brothers and sisters). None of 
my brothers and sisters work fOT salaries. All are in 
private business and I am not involved in their 
business." He said that if he ever was considered to be 
in violation of disclosure he wasn't going to go through 
what Merrick went through. He wcHild just resign. 

Heischober said that existing laws address c(Xiflict of 
interest but that the resolution "addresses people who 
have nothing to do with public office, our families." 

Seatack firemen 

The Seatack community will continue to have its 
volunteer fire fighters although financial and man- 
power problems have forced the company to give up its 
charter. 

Seatack vdunteers will now come under the city. Fire 
Chief Harry Diezel said, so that those vdunteers who 
are interested can continue to represent the community 
and assist in fire fighting. 

The company is no longer a corporate structure under 
the State Corporation Commission but nine vdunteers 
still remain at the station, l^e State requires a 
minimum d* 20 to a company for incorporation. 

The city will lease the station, which is owned by the 
volunteers, for one dollar a year and take over 
maintenance. EKezel said the city provided the basic 
eqiupment for the vdunteers, such as coats, hats and 
helttets, but the vdunteers have had to pay for anyting 
extM. 

The changeover was made, EMezel said so that the 
oxiq^any would not least 30 or 40 years of heritage and 



attempts will be made to get more volunteer 
firefighters in the community. 

Ihe city, in effect, is taking the finandal and legal 
responsibility off the shoulders of the vdunteers. 

Fifteen vdunteer companies are located in the dty 
and about half of these own the fire sUtions they serve 
and the other half are owned by the city. ^ 

Diezel pointed out that the city's Fire Department is 
only sbc years dd, and that all the vdunteer companies 
were consdidated only in 1972. 

(fe tdd Gty Coundl at an informal session Monday 
evening that the city has the same number of 
vdunteers that it had 10 years ago, but that they are

ddng 42S percent more work. He said there are more 
rescue calls, more fire calls, and where it used to be 
that vdunteers were called out once or twice a week, 
they may now be called eight or nine times a week. 

The Seatack Station has four paid emplc^ees for each 
shift. 

New pay scale 

The new pay scale will go into effect on Oct. 1 for 
Virginia Beach Qty employees. 

Qty manager George L Hanbury tdd Gty Council 
Monday evening at an informal session that no 
employee will receive less under the scale. Salaries will 
be adjusted to match the steps closest to their present 
levels, he said. 

In some cases, he said the new scale increases the 
salary range fw some employees. For instance, the 
present range for a pdice sergeant is $15,840 to 
$22,320, while the new range is $16,968 to $24.(»4, and 



for police officer, the present range if $12,600 to 
$17,520 while it will be $13,248 to $18,744. 

The new scate will be reflected in Oct. 15 paychecb. 

Coundl approved the new scale by a vote of 1(M). 

Coundlmaa Patrick L. landing was i^sent. 

The new schedule has 2Vl peiceBt differoitials bet- 
ween pay sUp$ and pay ranies, while iht cun«it pay 
idiedule, adopted over ten years ago, provides for 
varying differences of api^oximateiy five percent. 

btereitralenp 

The interest charge on delinquent personal property 
and real estate taxes in Virginia Beach has been 
increased from sbt percent to 9.6 percent. 

The change was made so that the charge will be more 
in line with rates charged by banks and would aid in the 
cdlection of delinquent taxes. The Code of Virginia 
permits an assessment of not more than 10 percent a 
year. 

Gty Council approved the increase Monday evening. 
The same assessment will be made on tax ej^mpt real 
estate when service charges are not paid on time. 

Handicapped needs 

Localities have the (^tion of meeting transportation 
needs of the handicapped in ways other than delineated 
by current Federal regulations under the Geveland 
Amendment which was endorsed by Virginia Beach 
Gty Council Monday evening. 

Current requirements call for wheelchair lift devices 
on full-sized transit buses. The amendment would 
make it possible for localities to provide an alternate 
service, such as cabs or vans, which the Tidewater 
Transportation District Commission finds will be more 
effective and much less expensive. 

Historical district 

A .88 acre site on the west side of South Witchduck 
Road south of Amberly Road, the location of an antique 
shop, has been designed an historic and Cultural 
District by Virginia Beach Gty Council. 

An overlay zonmg, it is designed to preserve and 
protect areas, structures and objects of historic and 
cultural significance. The underlying zoning is not 
affected. 

Council approved the zoning Monday evening. 

ChOdcare 

Mrginia Beach Gty council Monday evening denied 
an applicatiG|y'c»' a ccmditicmal use permit to cerate a 
24-hour chileRare center on a .34 acre parcel at the 
northeast corner of Virginia Beach Boulevard and 
Oceana Boulevard. 

Ms. Kate Jeanette, representing area residents who 
are opposed, dted the traffic problem and the fact that 
the home has only three bedrooms and one bath. 

The applkation was made by Brenda Kaye Hughes. 

U. Comdr; Sam Jackson, Naval Air Station, Oceana, 
also opposed the petition because the home was in a 
crash and high ndse potential zone. 

Sewerage system 

A & W Contractors have been awarded the contract 
for the North \1rginia Beach Sanitary Sewerage system 
and water line for $808,310.95. 

The bid was the low bid of nine and was accepted 
Monday evening by Virignia Beach Gty Council. The 
engineer's estimate for the project was $1,228,891.

Beach residents wrong in blaming imports 



While some Virginia Beach residents are blaming im- 
ported cars for the domestic industry's problons, 
government statistics show consumers have been 
moving away from big ca^s rather than shifting toward 
foreign makes. 

In fact, domestic small car sales have increased faster 
than the sales of unported small cars, according to in- 
formation from the United States Coi^essional Budget 
Office supplied by Liberty Datsun in Virginia Beach. 

Follo¥dng two major gasoline shortages in seven 
years and with the possiblity of supply problems and 
continued price increases in the future, many consumers 
have abandoned Detroit's traditional mainstay of big 
cars in favor of small ones-regardless of where they are 
built.

had only 11.
